IT APPEARED IN THE SYDNEY MORNING HERALD OF NOVEMBER 9. 
QUOTE: 3 PORTS STOP AFTER STRIKE BY LINESMEN. NO SHIPS 
CAN MOVE IN THE PORTS OF SYDNEY, NEWCASTLE AND PORT KEMBLA 
BECAUSE OF A SUDDEN STRIKE BY LINESMEN. THE MEN, WHO 
TIE-UP SHIPS AT WHARVES, WENT ON STRIKE LATE YESTERDAY 
AFTERNOON IN SUPPORT OF LINESMEN WHO HAD BEEN SUSPENDED 
AT GARDEN ISLAND IN THE MORNING. THE DISPUTE AROSE AFTER 
LINESMEN FROM GARDEN ISLAND CLAIMED THE RIGHT TO UNTIE TWO 
U.S. NAVAL SHIPS BERTHED AT WOOLLOOMOOLOO ON FRIDAY AND 
SATURDAY. THE NAVY HAD CLAIMED THAT IT WAS NORMAL 
PRACTICE FOR NAVAL PERSONNEL TO RELEASE SERVICE SHIPS. 

THE LINESMEN, MEMBERS OF THE FIREMEN'S AND DECKHANDS' 

UNION, CLAIMED THAT IT WAS THE JOB OF CIVILIAN WORKERS TO 
RELEASE SHIPS AT COMMERCIAL BERTHS. THE UNION THEN PLACED 
A BAN ON THE TWO SHIPS AND THE CREWS OF THE TUGS - MEMBERS 
OF THE SAME UNION - THEN REFUSED TO PULL THE SHIPS AWAY 
WHILE NAVAL PERSONNEL WERE ACTING AS LINESMEN. THE TUGS 
WERE MANNED BY NAVAL PERSONNEL AND THE SHIPS SAILED A 
UNCLASSIFIED
